Various Waya tfco Oeaert Nomads Uaa 



Nearly 90,000 eansta are osad la tbe 
Tllayet of Bagdad aa beasts of bar- 
den, and witb donkeya they form the 
only means of carrj-lnp poodn to In- 
land points. For a coniuinu liurdeu 
camel Is a fair price. tiiouf;li the 
trotters, or swift messeiiper camels, 
are ■wortli more. A young camel can 
sometinies Im> li.nd aboot Baiflad for 
as little as $3 or $4. 

Besides its use for riding nnd carry- 
InK purpose!), the Mesopotnmlau Arabs 
depend on ibc camel for milk. Shoes 
are made from its tough, calloused 
hide, and In times of famine Ita brit- 
tle, strong tasting floab Is aatoa. Con- 
densed mOk. aMde by botllag freata 
camel mOk aatU evaporation Uavea 
only a batd. rbalky aabstaaee. Is 
prized among the desert nomads. By 
rubbing this sut>stnnce between the 
bands It reduces to i>owder, and when 
mixed with warm water It makes a 
refreshlnK drink, lilKliIy esteemed 
amonj; the desert folk. "Mereesy," as 
It Is called, will keep In pood condition 
for two years. When made from but- 
termilk It tastes sour and Is prized 
among Arabs who hare eaten much 
of sweet dates. Fresh, warm camel 
milk Is also the food of many valua- 
ble horses owned by desert sheiks.

CIVIUANS ARC PROBINQ 
THE UNITED STATES NAVY. 



Three Engineers Will Suggest More 
BITeient Administratiefii 

The United States navy la In the 
hands <jf three I'liilndelphla ilviliaus 
after April 1 for uu Indefinite iierlod. 
These three men are to go through tbe 
navy deiiwrtment in every detail and 
place Its administration on a more afll- 
clent and eiononiic basis. 

Charles Day of Dodge Day, Har- 
rington Emeraon of the Emerson En- 
gineering company and U. L. Qantt, 
three of the leading elBciency engineers 
of the riilfed States, are the men. 

Till' lavestigatlon of the manner in 
which till' navy Is being conducted, of 
the work done in navy yards and tbe 
general system of operation Is the out- 
come of the decluratlou of Attorney 
Brandeis, one of tbe chief counsel rep- 
resenting the shippers daring the re- 
cent railroad mt« hearlnga. Ho de- 
clared then that tlAra la no need of 
aa iDcreaae la rates, saying that any 
lallroad could piake its system pay 
with more eflldent and economical 
aaaagement. 

This statement nfonsed the goveru- 
uiciit, and iminedlarely steps were tak- 
en to Invesiigale the navy and, if |ios- 
slble, phK e it on a more elliclent work- 
ing basis. The government selecled 
tbe riilladelplilaiis for the work be- 
eausi' of the ( hariii ter of their experi- 
ence. They will go to sea with the 
big battleshiiis aud see bow they are 
manipulated They will learn how the 
men fli-e tbo engines and try to note 
waata and luefllciency. Later they 
will return to the navy yards and be- 
gin their work of investigating there. 

Each of tlie three men will have so 
many yards to inveatlgate and report 
upou, and In every dataB Ifcif Will 
work sep.irately.
